Site Studied For 
Phys Ed Building 


Racial Barriers 
To U-T Removed 


Malcolm Rice, university 
architect and Elemer Von Ros- 
tas, mechanical engineer, 
were on campus November 15 
examining possible sites for 
the new physical education 
building and athletic facilities 
here. 

The site seeming most sat¬ 
isfactory is the alfalfa field 
west of the ABL Building, 
across the Mt. Pelia Road. 
Preliminary surveying has 
been made of this area and 
the first definite indication of 
actual development will be 
the grading of a portion of 
this area to be used as a base¬ 
ball field. This is scheduled 
to get underway on November 
23 with Carl Grogan and Son 
contracted for the work. 

It is haped by the adminis 
tration that this can be devel¬ 
oped so that it will be avail¬ 
able to the college baseball 
team in time for their spring 
practice. 

Among other things that 
Rice and Von Rostas checked 
while here, was the new steam 
line, and reports are that they 
found it satisfactory except 
for a few minor corrections. 
This new steam line will sup¬ 
ply steam to the new building 
and also will supply more eco¬ 
nomical and dependable heat 
to the old buildings, too. 

The old line had been in use 


since 1930 and has not always 
given satisfactory and eco¬ 
nomical service.

A policy of “no racial dis¬ 
crimination in the admission 
of qualified students” to the 
University of Tennessee was 
adopted by the board of trus 
tees in a meeting at Knoxville 
November 18 

Following the lead of other 
state institutions of higher 
learning, the new policy is in¬ 
terpreted to mean that quali 
fied Negro students could be 
admitted to undergraduate 
classes for the first time at 
the beginning of the winter 
quarter in January. 

Negroes have been admitted 
to the graduate school and the 
college of law since 1952. 

Attorney General George 
McCanless attended the Nov. 
18 meeting to advise the board I 
on matters pertaining to rac¬ 
ial discrimniation in higher 
education. 

The integration question 
was brought before the board 
when a Knoxville Negro was 
refused admission to the fresh 
man class this fall. A threat¬ 
ened integration suit in the 
applicant’s behalf was with¬ 
held pending the meeting of 
the board. 

In other business the board 
accepted a report from Presi¬ 
dent Andrew D. Hqlt that The 
University of Tennessee needs 
more than 36 million dollars 
for expansion of physical 
plants during the next ten 
years. Dr. Holt said that the 
university also needs three 
million dollars more each year 
for operating expensis. The

Thanksgiving, which was 
first commemorated by the 
Pilgrims in 1621, did not be¬ 
come a legal holiday until Ab¬ 
raham Lincoln first issued a 
National Thanksgiving Procla¬ 
mation 1863. 

Lincoln’s proclamation,, 
which was issued during the 
Civil War, said in part, “I do, 
therefore, invite my fellow- 
citizens in every part of the 
United States, and also those 
who are at sea and those who 
are sojourning in foreign 
lands, to set apart and observe 
the last Thursday of Novem 
ber next as a day of thanks 
giving and praise to our bene¬ 
ficent Father who dwelleth in 
| the heavens.” 

In 1939 Thanksgiving was 
moved up one week by presi 
dential proclamation. Not all 
the states co-operated and con¬ 
fusion resulted. Congress set¬ 
tled the matter in 1941 by 
designating the fourth Thurs 
day fn November as national 
Thanksgiving holiday. The
